In regard to Mr. Hammel’s letter 
(Cycle News, Aug. 25), a number of 
points need to be made. 


1.) As to not laundering D-37’s 
problems in the press, I have been 
prepared to discuss the topic at the 
last two NOC meetings (The first 
occured prior to the drafting of my 
letter). Unfortunately, Mr. Hammel 
attended neither. (A copy of the 
letter was mailed to Mr. Hammel.) 
It should be evident that the subject 
of “emergency closures,” and their 
support, is of some importance to 
groups other than D-37. 
2.) The facts of what occured on the 
July 3-4 weekend are not in dispute. 
The questions with which we are 
concerned are still unanswered. Is 
it appropriate for BLM to institute 
closure of public land to lawful 
ORV use to solve problems unre- 
lated to the lawful use of ORVs? 
Should we, as ORV users and 
members of the ORV organiza- 
tions, support such closures? 
3.) It is true that I was not at 
Shadow Mountain on that week- 
end. On June 3, at the DDMUAC 
meeting, I asked Mr. Hammel if he 
would like help from CORVA and/ 
or other groups in distributing 
educational material. He stated 
that the D-37 clubs could handle 
the matter. Thus, no one but D-37, 
BLM, the Sheriff’s department, 
and the Highway Patrol was pre- 
sent. 
4.) To the contrary, it would have 
been nice if Mr. Hammel had 
called other members of the ORV 
community about the “emergency 
closure,” assuming he knew of it 
prior to July 3. The rest of the 
ORV community learned of it from 
the local media and the Federal 
Register, after it had occured. 
5.) Let it be know, Mr. Gochnaur is 
aware of the problems of Jawbone/ 
Butterbredt and will do what he 
believes appropriate. 


While it may appear that Mr.

Trophee des Nations 


Chandler leads American 


team to victory 


GAILDORF, W. GERMANY, SEPT. 5 

For the second year in a row, the prestigious Trophee des Nations 
World Championship belongs to America. Danny Chandler won both 
motos of the 250cc event that saw four-man teams representing 
many nations compete against one another. 

Backing up Chandler’s two wins, were his teammates, all aboard 
Hondas, Johnny O’Mara, David Bailey and Jim Gibson. O’Mara 
logged 5-3 moto finishes, Bailey 8-6, and Gibson 10-7. ` 

Team Belgium took second with Germany finishing third. 

Bailey was a last minute substitute for Donnie Hansen, who was 
injured in a practice session in Germany three days before the event. 
According to Preston Petty, Hansen’s father-in-law, Hansen is in a 
Heidelburg, W. Germany, hospital and is under sedation. ““He checks 
out OK except for some swelling which was brought about by the 
concussion he suffered. He's being sedated to allow the swelling to 
go down. We're told it’Il be a couple of days before they stop sedating 
him, and then a couple of weeks until he can fly home. The delay in 
returning to the States is due to the pressurized cabins of airplanes, ’’ 


said Petty. 


American Freddie Spencer and his V- 
3 Honda NS500 took a convincing 
win in the Sept. 5 San Marino round 
of the World 500cc Road Racing 
Championship. The race, held in 
Mugello, Italy saw Spencer win by 20 
seconds over fellow American Randy 
Mamola (Suz) and New Zealand’s 
Graeme Crosby (Yam). Kenny Roberts 
had to miss the round due toa linger- 
ing finger injury. 


Suzuki-mounted Rowland Stuart 
came up the surprise winner in the 
motorcycle Top Fuel portion of the 
NHRA Summernationals drag race 
at Indianapolis, IN. Stuart posted 
a 7.815 second run at 183.29 
mph to take the win over a red- 
lighting Terry Kizer. Top qualifier 
Terry Vance (Suz) ran a 7.05/ 
197.20, but didn't reach the 200 
mph plateau and broke a blower in 
the first round. 


The 10th round of the 12-round AMA 
National Championship Enduro Ser- 
ies in Winterset, IA, on Sept. 5 saw 
Husky’s Terry Cunningham take the 
overall win with a score of 25 points. 
Second overall, top AA, went to Can- 
Am’s John Martin with a loss of 34. 
Husky-mounted Mark Hyde dropped 
37 for third overall, and John Fero 
(Suz) was fourth overall, first 200cc 
AA, with a score of 38.

Team Good Times of Texas has 
secured the WERA/ND Endurance 
Triple Crown with a second overall 
in a 24-hour race in Rockingham, 
NC. The team, comprised of Joe 
Fisher, Ron Mayfield, Lynn Stack- 
able, George Ashley and Charles 
Brothers, rode a Yamaha Vision to 
second place finishes in each of 
the three races. 


National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administer Ray Peck clarified the 
agency’s intent to make federal funds 
available for for state motorcycle safety 
programs, in a recent letter to Motor- 
cycle Safety Foundation president 
Charles H. Hartman. According to 
Peck, “. . . it was not NHTSA’s intent 
to discourage states from submitting 
applications for federal funds for 


motorcycle safety programs.” States 
with a significant motorcycle safety 
problem that plan to improve motor- 
cyclist licensing procedures or rider 
education would be eligble for prior- 
ity funding. Previously, NHTSA’s 
final ruling on state and local high- 
way safety programs indentified only 
six areas eligible for priority federal 
funding: alcohol countermeasures, 
occupant restraints, police traffic 
services, traffic records, emergency 
medical services and highway con- 
struction improvements.

In December 1981, the California 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
contracted EDAW, Inc. to prepare a 
Statewide Off-Highway Vehicle 
Trails Plan. Work todate has included 
an inventory of all OHV trails and 
OHV activity patterns in the state, 
and an extensive user survey and 
analysis concerning trail demand. 
The results of this work were reviewed 
in a series of public meetings con- 
ducted in July 1982. A second round 
of public presentations have been 
scheduled to inform interested per- 
sons and organizations about preli- 
minary trail system options which 
are now being developed by EDAW. 
The purpose of these meetings is to 
solicit public comments on these 
options. The meetings will be held at 
the following times and locations: 
Oct. 5, 1982, Senior Citizens Build- 
ing, 915 27th Street, Sacramento; Oct. 
6, County Administration Center, 
Room 358, 1600 Pacific Highway, 
San Diego; and Oct. 7, Friendship 
Auditorium, 3201 Riverside Drive, 
Los Angeles. All meetings begin at 
7:30 p.m. 


The Sept. 12 AMA Pro-Am road 
race at Kent, WA, will also be the 
final round of the AMA's Sidecar 
road racing championship. The 
race, also the third-to-last round 
of the AMA's Superbike Cham- 
pionship, is also expected to mark 
the return of points leader Eddie 
Lawson to active competition. 


Reports from American Honda say 
that organizers of Sept. 5 Trophee des 
Nations had to do a little tree trim- 
ming. Seems that double moto winner 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler was hit- 
ting tree branches during practice off 
of jumps — the only rider to do so! 
Magoo was also stung by a bee while 
leading the second moto, but managed 
to hold on to finish, where he was 
scratching his body on the grass before 
being administered bee-sting serum. 


The reports from Honda also said 
there were several attempts to 
disqualify Chandler, for ‘‘danger- 
ous” riding and for illegal machin- 
ery. Neither worked, and the FIM 
even grabbed the syringe of medi- 
cine given to Chandler after he 
was stung by a bee in the second 
moto. 


Other reports from Europe say that 
the Belgians, stung by their defeat, 
will have the injured Eric Geboers 
ride the Sept. 12 Motocross des Nat- 
ions, where the entire Belgian squad 
will be mounted on factory Suzukis. 





The Los Ancianos M.C., which for 
the past 10 years has brought you 
the Tecate 500 enduro, voted re- 
cently to drop the classic event. 
”We would like to thank all the 
riders who have supported us over 
the 10 years,’’ said a club spokes- 
man, who cited rising costs and 
the amount of manpower as the 
reasons for dropping the event. 
The Los Ancianos club does plan 
to revive the through the streets 
Tecate Grand Prix, in September 
of 1983. 


Bob Sirkegian called Papa to remind 
everyone that Sept. 15 is the start-up 
date for the fall semester at Citrus 
College in Azuza, CA, where Bob 
teaches two nightly motorcycle mech- 
anics classes.

The Veh- 
icle Access. Element of the plan is 
vital to motorcyclists because of its 
impact on trail riding, casual riding 
and competition events. Many of the 
AMA’s arguments have been centered 
on the principle that the plan as a 
whole was done improperly, and that 
all of the elements of the plan are 
interdependent. Therefore, if one ele- 
ment is deficient, the whole plan 
should be declared illegal. The judge, 
by his recent decision, seems to have 
rejected that concept. While the whole 
situation seems pretty bleak, this most 
recent event may have forced an ap- 
peals court into making an expedited 
decision on the AMA’s appeal of the 
preliminary injunction denial. At its 
most recent meeting, the AMA Board 
of Trustees voted to continue the 
legal action against the BLM’s desert 
plan.

Hamburg HM 
to Gary Scott; 
Springsteen 
takes points 
lead

The crowd at the Hamburg Pabst Classic 
Half Mile witnessed a pair of firsts by eve- 
ning’s end — Gary Scott’s first National win 
_ 8 of the season and Jay Springsteen emerging 















atop the point standings in the 
Winston Pro Series title chase. 
Scott was uncatchable in the 
20-lap National, run on the 
Erie County Fairgrounds limestone 
oval. Third place finisher Spring- 
steen, through a combination of Ricky 
Graham going down in an easy slide- 
out while running third in his heat 
and not advancing to the semi plus a 
crash in the National and a 15th 
place finish out of the points by 
Randy Goss, vaulted into the com- 
mand position. Graham had held the 
points lead since April 17. 


The race for second place in the 
National went to Ted Boody when 
challenger Steve Morehead’s bike blew 
its engine with two laps to go. More- 
head’s demise moved Springsteen into 
third followed by Terry Poovey and 
Rob Crabbe. 

“It’s been so long, I almost forgot 
what it feels like to win a National,” 
said Gary Scott afterwards. Scott, in 
his llth season, posted his last 
National win on July 5, 1981, in the 
Topeka (Kansas) Half Mile. “T can’t 
tell you how great it feels. I’ve been 
riding good this season, but things 
just haven’t been going my way until 
tonight. I owe a lot to J.R. Kelley, of 
KK Motorcycle Supply, Jack Sise- 
more, of Sisemore Traveland, and the 
folks at Bell Helmets for their spon- 
sorship plus Jerry Branch, of Branch 
Flowmetrics and Blendzall for their 
help. 

Ted Boody was all smiles after the 
winner’s circle ceremonies. “I think 


„ -things are beginning to come together 


for me—finally. We're picking up a 
little momentum. Second today, a 
win tomorrow. That's the way I look 
at it.” Boody was aboard a Carlisle/ 
Arai/K&N Motorcycles sponsored 
Harley-Davidson XR750. 

Harley-Davidson factory rider 
Springsteen couldn’t have been more 
happy. "I have the points lead now 
and I’m not going to give it up with- 
out a real fight.” 

Poovey collected his fourth aboard 
a bike lent to him by Junior rider 
Kenny Parker. “I'm saving my bike 
for the miles,” said Poovey. Crabbe 
thanked Mills Harley-Davidson, John 
Sullivan, Maxie Shoes and Bell for 
their help with his program. 

The shake-up in the point stand- 
ings now shows Springsteen with a 
two point lead — 174 to 172 — over 
Graham in their battle. Goss, at 151, 
is followed closely by Poovey with 
144 and Scott Parker with 136 points. 


Time Trials 

The Erie County Fairgrounds facil- 
ity featured a track with long straights 
and tight, short corners. Steve More- 
head, out late in the session, clocked 
top time at 23.768 seconds. Lance 
Jones followed with Graham and 
Boody notching identical times. 
Randy Goss, at fifth fastest, was the 
final rider to break into the 23 second 
bracket. Chuck Springsteen, at 25.212, 
was the 46th and final qualifier. 


Heats 

The limestone surface had already 
developed into a narrow groove by 
the running of the heat races, making 
a good start all the more important. It 





was also a time to experiment with 
tires for the track surface was very 
abrasive, but some riders felt the 
added edge that using a soft com- 
pound tire would give them was 
worth the risk of the tread being 
completely gone in 10 laps. The top 
three finishers from each of the four 
heats would transfer to the National. 

Heat one saw Morehead and Goss 
off and running. Morehead led wire- 
to-wire for the win with Goss pres- 
suring, but not able to make the move 
he needed. Goss settled for second. 
Third went to Ronnie Jones after he 
maneuvered his way past Steve Eklund 
and Keith Day. 

The second heat went to a restart 
after Terry Poovey bumped leader 
Lance Jones off the groove in turn 
three on lap one. That move cost 
Poovey $100, a penalty for rough rid- 
ing. All riders made the restart. Gary 
Scott took the lead with Jones, 
Springsteen, Poovey and Scott Parker 
following. Jones soon retired. Spring- 
steen pressured Scott all the way, but 
Scott hung on for the win with Spring- 
steen second. Poovey grabbed the last 
transfer. It was the fastest heat of the 
evening, giving Scott the pole for the 
National. 

There were five riders, led by Rob 
Crabbe, all scratching for the lead in 
the opening laps of heat three. Gra- 
ham moved past Scott Drake for third 
by lap three and set his sights on Tim 
Mertens in second. Mertens closed on 
Crabbe as Graham gobbled up the 
distance to the front runners. 

On lap six, Graham got sideways 
coming off turn four, low-sided and 
slid into the outside track barrier. He 
couldn’t restart the bike and finally 
pushed it off to the pits. 

Hank Scott, riding for Team Honda 
in place of injured Mike Kidd, inher- 
ited third and followed winner Crabbe 
and Mertens home for his spot in the 
National. 

“It was just one of those things,” 
said Graham later. "I just slid out 
and went down. That's it.” Graham 
continued to smile, somewhat weakly, 
and was nursing a badly skinned lit- 
tle finger on his left hand. ‘Tuner Tex 
Peel and Ronnie Alexander worked 
to repair the minor damage to the 
bike in hopes of landing a spot in the 
semi. 

Å restart was also on tap for heat 
four after a rider exploded the hay- 
bales in turn one. Jorgensen quickly 
ducked into the pits for new plugs 
while Boody debated on changing to 
a harder rear tire compound—he 
didn't. Four riders, including Bubba 
Shobert and Scott Pearson jumped 
the start and went to the penalty line. 
"That was the beginning of the end 
of the night for me,” said Shobert 
later. 

Boody didn't wait around on the 
green light and led the full 10 laps to 
take the win. Jorgensen worked his 
way around Charlie Roberts for 
second with Roberts holding onto 
third at the finish. 

Semis 

The two semis would transfer only 
the winner from each to the National. 
Graham, ready to ride, was listed as 
seventh alternate. Although some 
alternates ahead of him scratched, he 
did not get a starting spot in either 
semi. A snafu did occur, however, 
with the first semi running off with 
only 11 riders, leaving first alternate 
Jon Cornwall sitting frustrated. 

Parker wasted little time in grab- 
bing the lead of semi one as he exited 
turn one. Parker opened up a lead, 
but saw it evaporate with Dave Hebb's 
crash. Hebb was uninjured. 

On the restart, Parker had to fight 
off Jay Beach in the final laps for the 
win. 

The win in semi two belonged to 
Steve Hall after an early lap fight 
through traffic.

things.” Scott was eager for the win 
and had said earlier in the day that 
“he had to get moving.” 

The National was set on the grid 
when Parker went on the two minute 
clock and had his bike’s battery re- 
placed with a fresh one. It was during 


this time that Gary Scott noticed his ` 


rear carb leaking gas. "I knew I had 
to get just the right amount of throt- 
tle off the line and that the problem 
would clear up once we started 
racing.” 

Scott did just that. He had his front 
wheel first into turn one and led com- 
ing out of turn two. From there on, it 
was Gary Scott's night. Boody, 
Crabbe, Morehead, Springsteen, Goss, 
Poovey, Jones and Mertens followed 
closely behind Scott. 

As the field started the fourth lap, 
Morehead made a move and got 
around Crabbe for third. Springsteen 
and Goss were wheel-to-wheel in 
their battle for fifth. Two laps later, 
front-runners Gary Scott, Boody and 
Morehead had moved away from the 
pack as Crabbe sought to hold onto 
fourth while under tremendous pres- 





sure from a five rider freight-train led 
by Springsteen. 

By lap 10, Morehead was closing 
on Boody. “I was dragging the engine 
cases in the turns and when I did it 
would bounce me up. I almost crashed 
a half dozen times. That’s when More- 
head gained ground on me,” said 
Boody. 


Springsteen had moved by Crabbe 
on lap 10 as Goss, Jones and Poovey 
went at it close behind. Goss went 
into the haybales in turn one on lap 
12, but was unhurt. "We were all try- 
ing for the same space in turn one,” 
Gos said afterwards. "There wasn't 
enough room and I slipped off the 
groove. I kept the gas full on looking 
for some traction to save myself, but 
there was none. I hit the bales and 
was up quickly. Unfortunately, I lost 
three laps before I could get the bike 
restarted.” 


The order on lap 15 had Gary Scott 
with a good lead over a close battle 
between Boody and Morehead. 
Springsteen led Jones, Poovey and 
Crabbe with Hank Scott, Mertens 
and Roberts filling out the top 10. 

As Morehead was coming to the 
finish line to begin lap 18, he got into 
a spectacular slide which finally ended 
at the guardrail in turn one with 
Morehead parking the bike. “The 
engine tied up,” said Morehead. 





Ted Boody took second in his best 
ride in some time. 


Morehead’s misfortune moved 
Springsteen into third. Poovey dis: 
patched Jones to fifth and Crabbe 
quickly moved in to bump Jones to 
sixth. The finishing positions were 
set.

It ties 
him with Gary Nixon and Carroll 
Resweber for sixth on the all-time 
National win list. e

Riding a motorcycle is fun, but 
getting wet doing it isn't. The 
Hondaline Rain Suit offers the 
utmost protection from the 


elements, and also packs away into a 
small bundle which makes it easy to 
tote from place to place. 


The suit we tested, and now use as 
our main rain gear all the time, is the 
two: piece model. The jacket has a 
fold-away and snap-under hood, 
which makes it ideal for on or off- 
bike use. Velcro tabs make for a tight 
fit around the wrists where water 
sometimes works its way in, and Vel- 
cro is also used to hold the rain flap 
shut over the zipper around your 
neck. It all works efficiently; only a 
few seconds elapse from the time you 
put the jacket on to when you're 
ready to ride—a must for the biker 
who gets caught in a cloudburst. 


Though two piece, there’s no way 
water can work underneath the jacket 
onto your clothes. The rain pants fit 
chest-high and are held in place by a 
set of elastic suspenders which are 
part of the pants. The suspenders 
won't stay in place with the twin 
loop fastener which is provided. You 
have to tie the end of the strap to the 
loops, which isn’t really too much of 
a hassle. The pants also have elastic 
loops on the bottom to keep the pants 
all the way down on your legs. 


Hondaline also markets rain mit- 
tens, which we also use. They havea 
piece of chamois sewn on the left mit- 
ten, which is great for wiping off 
your helmet’s faceshield. The prob- 
lem is that where the chamois is 
stitched on, the mitten leaks. 


The left mitten is the only place the 
Hondaline Rain Suit leaks. We have 
stayed warm and dry through many 
rainstorms, and the suit is always 
ready for another time. We wish 
Hondaline would market rain boots. 
Thé reason we like the suit is that it 
works well, yet folds up small enough 
that we can leave it on the bike at all 
times. We've opted for a pair of Dry 
Rider rain boots because we can roll 
them in with the Hondaline suit. 
Some riders prefer to use rubber 
galoshes, but they’re too bulky for us. 


The Hondaline Rain Suit retails 
for $66.95 and the Hondaline Rain 
Mittens retail for $8.95. The suit 
comes in yellow only and is available 
at your local Honda dealer.

The thumping beat of “Born to be Wild” 
erupts from the poolroom juke box and Jay 
Springsteen, by record the greatest motorcy- 
cle racer in America, stops his pool cue in 


mid-stroke. 

“Now that,” he says, paus- 
ing for effect, "is my kind of 
music.” 


Guitars grind and Steppenwolf 
growls the lyrics of the decade-old 
motorcycle riders’ anthem: 


“Get your motor running; 

head out on the highway. 

"Looking for adventure; or whatever 
comes our way. 

“Born to be wild... 


"I like smoke and lightning; 
heavy metal thunder. 

“Racing with the wind; 

and the feeling that I’m under. 
“Born to be wild...” 


The song epitomizes Springsteen. 
Springsteen epitomizes the song. 

Springsteen and his Harley- 
Davidson are the "boss”” of Winston 
Pro Series racing. At 25, the man 
from Lapeer, Michigan, has won 34 
AMA Grand National Championship 
races, more than any other man who 
ever raced on the circuit. 

Three times Springsteen has won 
the Winston Pro Series Champion- 
ship (1976, 1977, 1978), a series of 
races on all types of surfaces with all 


kinds of machines which, since 1954, 
has come to symbolize the toughest 
test of a motorcycle racer. 

He has won races on every kind of 
track, against every top rider of his 
time, under all kinds of conditions. 
Every victory has come on a Harley- 
Davidson. 

But Springsteen remains, to even 
his most loyal fans, an enigma. He is 
a troubled person, a private person, 
struggling with an unknown illness 
and his own mysterious personality. 

At the height of his career, in 1979, 
going for a fourth Winston Pro 
Series/Grand National Cham- 
pionship, Springsteen was stricken 
with a mysterious stomach ailment. 


Doctors still don't know what causes ` 


his stomach to cramp and erupt in 
nauseau and pain that at times seems 
to "...tear me in half.” 

Neither does Jay know the depth of 
his health problem, which has con- 
tinued for three years now. 

"Maybe I let things build up and 
don't get it out,” he said recently 
while taking time from his schedule 
to shoot pool and go street riding 
near his Michigan home. 

“I don't know what it is -- it's been 
my stomach, but I think it's been 


with my head more than anything 
else now. I think it's affected my 
career. I could have been the Number 
One Winston rider four years in a 
row, but last year it got worse and 
worse. Sometimes, I think I just make 
myself sick. I go to bed and dream 
about it and wonder, 'Well, am I 
going to wake up sick?’ ” 

When he wakes up well, Spring- 
steen is virtually unbeatable. 

“Sometimes I'll wake up and just 
feel it. Ain't nobody going to stop 
me. This is my day. I've gone to the 
track and told my mechanic (Bill 
Werner), ‘Just put her out there. It's 
all mine.’ And I've won ’em that way 
more than not. It's funny ... I just 
know.” 

When he’s away from racing, he’sa 
man's man; a hunter, fisherman and 
at one with the great outdoors. 

“I got my little house,” he says 
“and I hunt and fish and we race 
motorcycles on the ice in winter. I'm 
not a hermit, I just like to get away 
from it all and heal up.” 

In the winter he'll wake up on cold 
mornings feeling the aches, bumps 
and bruises from his violent sport. 
They are the battle scars he carries 
from 15 years of racing everything on 
two wheels -- from minibikes to his 
full-race XR 750 Harley. 

“Tm not saying I'm brave or 
nothing, but you hear every little 
sound in those woods when it's get- 


ting dark and you're carrying a killed. 


deer home on your shoulder,” he 
says. "The bears know what you 
ot.” 
He killed a bear once. He was car- 
rying deer meat home and the bear 
wanted a meal. "It takes a lot to out- 





smart a bear,” he says, "they can be 
tougher to beat than motorcycle 
riders.” 

How is it that one individual can 
be so much harder to beat, so much 
better than his Winston Pro rivals? 

“I run it in the corner a lot harder 
than anyone else,” is his answer. “I 
ride it like a turtle -- you don’t go fast 
unless you stick your neck out. 

“My line is around the outside on 
the corners,” he says. “I’ve always 
been an outside rider. Most of the 
passing is done on the straightaways 
or else getting into the corners low. 


Most of them (other riders) like to. 


stay on the groove. It’s like follow- 
the-leader. But you can make more 
time by going out on the cushion, 
although I guess there are a lot of 
riders who don’t feel safe out there. 
People say, ‘You can’t get away with 
that.’ I say, ‘I have.’ 

He’s gotten away with it well 
enough to become the sport’s all- 
time winningest rider. 

Now back in the smokey bar, 

_ Springsteen has cracked the last bil- 
liard ball into the pocket and col- 
lected his winnings from the other 
players, a few crumpled $1 bills. 

“Racing is like shooting pool,” he 
says, draining the bottle of beer he’s 
been drinking and wiping the back of 
his hand across.his mouth. 

“You get everything all lined up 
and then just pick 'em off.” 

Appropriately, the juke box strikes 
up Steppenwolf’s “Born to be Wild” 
again, and Jay hums along...

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Manufacturers to 


meet with Super- 
cross promoters; 
DiPrete resigns

On Thursday, Sept. 9, representatives from 
Pace Management and Mike Goodwin's 
Stadium Sports Promotions will meet with 
representatives from Honda, who will report- 


edly also represent Suzuki and 
Yamaha, to discuss the state of 
MX and Supercross racing in 
America in 1983. In an unre- 


lated move Mike DiPrete, professional 
competition director of the AMA, 
submitted his resignation on Sept. 1. 

The story which is unfolding con- 
cerning the affairs of the AMA, CMC, 
manufacturers and promoters is chang- 
ing virtually by the hour. Honda, 
Yamaha and Suzuki’s decision to 
pull out of the Trans-USA MX Series 


has created a barrier between the | 


AMA and those companies which, 
without proper mediation, could carry 
over into 1983, where two National 
series and a split in the stadium for- 
mat could result. 

At presstime, negotiations between 
the AMA and the three Japanese 
companies were at a standstill. Some 
suggestions, included in the quotes 
which follow, were made as possible 
solutions to the problem. The Super- 
cross representatives who will attend 
the meeting with the factory repre- 
sentatives are also looking to recon- 
cile the AMA with the manufacturers. 


Following are the most recent 
quotes from those who are pivotal to 


. the recent controversy. 


C.E. Altman, Pace Management: 
"There's going to be a meeting the 
latter part of next week between the 
Supercross reps and the Japanese in 
Los Angeles. Mike Goodwin arranged 
the meeting in order that the two 
main groups (AMA and Japanese 
factories in question) might get back 
together. Honda representatives will 
be speaking for all three companies. 
The companies refused to speak with 
(Ed) Youngblood (executive director 
of the AMA) and without communi- 
cation, none of the problems will be 
resolved. Everyone needs to come to 
the table and talk. If we don’t, it looks 
like the factories are going to sanc- 
“n with a different group (CMC) in 
'83. 


“Pace has no intention of sanction- 
ing with anyone but the AMA, but if 
the factories don’t want us to run are 
the factories slapping the AMA’s 
wrist? Or are they trying to expand 
on their opportunities? 

"The stars of today are as much the 
motorcycle as the individual. When 
the Yamahas are working, Bob Han- 
nah is the champion. When the 
Suzukis are working best, Mark Bar- 
nett is on top. I spoke to Brad Lackey, 
and he said he wouldn’t race the 
Trans-USA if he could because he 
wouldn’t be competitive without a 
works bike (othe reports indicate 
Lackey may ride the CMC series). 
Who's the star, Lackey or the motor- 
cycle? Why should young riders today 
get into racing when they don’t have 
a factory ride? Why should they fight 
the system? The promoters alone can’t 
provide the salaries, housing, trans- 


portation and equipment needed | 


today, like the factories are doing. 


“T voted against the 125cc claiming 
rule for 1983. When the $4,500 claim- 
ing rule went through, it was the 
straw that broke the manufacturers’ 
backs, but there were other problems. 
First, the Japanese shouldn't have 
sent reps to the AMA meetings if they 
couldn't live with their decisions. 
Roger DeCoster made committments 
for Honda, and then Honda got bent 
out of shape and pulled out of the 


` Trans-USA. Secondly, the AMA Board 


of Trustees failed to realize the fact- 
ories have committments to riders. 
When the board approved the 250 
and 500cc National program for ’83, 
they turned a deaf ear to the compan- 
ies. They should have had a one year 
reprieve before taking the 125s out of 
the program. 

"The factories say they can't live 
with the AMA due to tight budgets. 
What's going to happen in three 
years when there are 24 Supercross 
events and each factory has to field a 
separate Supercross team? Denver, 
Minneapolis, Orlando, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis and Cincinnati are already 
in line for events next year. 

“Right now, the factories say they 
want a race season from Feb. 1 to July 
31, and I also heard they don't want 
to run any two-day Supercrosses. 
The '83 Supercross schedule runs 
from Jan. 31,to Oct. 22, with a 
number of two-day events. 

"Give us a year to change! Don't 
tell us your decision is already his- 
tory! That's a good enough reason 


for Goodwin and Pace to sit down 


with Honda for the upcoming 
meeting. 

“It's time to sit down and talk and 
get the pieces of this puzzle together. 
There are many opportunities for 


stadium promoters right now, but , 


we'd sure like to see the AMA and the 
factories get back together. The least 
Pace spent on putting together a stad- 
ium event last year was $371,000. 
We're making big investments, and 
we want to be successful. Maybe the 
AMA needs to postpone the situation 
("83 Grand National MX program) in 
order for a reconciliation.” 
Ed Youngblood, executive director of 
the AMA: “I read the last article in 
Cycle News when I was out in Cali- 
fornia. Chuck Larsen's comments 
implied that the purpose of my trip 
to the West Coast was over this (Jap- 
anese boycott of Trans-USA) and to 
see attorneys. It wasn't. I went to the 
World Speedway Final in LA, to see 
Dr. Hurt at USC (helmet research 
lab), to Las Vegas for the trade show 
and to Denver for a meeting with the 
Supercross promoters. I didn't talk to 
any manufacturers or attorneys. 
“Right now we're just doing the 
best we can with our own series 
(Trans-USA). I have been doing my 
homework. Qur attorney here has 
been provided with all the material 
concerning the new series (CMC 
Western States Championship Ser- 
ies). I'll seek his advice, but any 


_ action would have to be taken by our ` 


board (of trustees). 

“If Stu Peters (CMC promoter) was 
quoted correctly (in Cycle News’ arti- 
cle last week) you do in fact have a 
very interesting situation. Three 
companies, who are theoretically sup- 
porters and members of the AMA, 
have gone to him (Peters) and speci- 
fied exact competitive dates (against 
the Trans-USA), which seems to be a 
real effort to do harm. Peters didn’t 
try to hide anything. He named the 
three companies and said they came 
to him as a group. 

“Frankly, the other trustees I have 
talked to are astounded by it. The 
common comment is that they can’t 
believe those people didn’t talk to 
their lawyers before they took that 
action. The ramifications are enor- 
mous. If problems arose over that it 
could affect all sorts of things the 
AMA does. It could affect all forms of 
racing, and our mutual land use 
efforts. It would really be pitiful if all 
this spilled over into our mutual 
government relations areas. So far it 
seems there has been an effort to keep 
all these feelings confined strictly to 
motocross, and I hope it stays that 
way. 

“When I was getting my trip to- 
gether I did call about the possibility 
of meetings (with factory reps) and I 
was told, ‘Don’t bother. We don’t 
want to talk to you.’ I was told by one 
individual at one company that they 
wouldn’t talk to me under any cir- 
cumstances. If that really does repres- 
ent the management’s attitude, then 
they’re not in any mood to try and 
settle things.” 

(This interview concluded on Thurs- 
day afternoon, Sept. 2. Youngblood 
told us to call him the next day at 4 


p.m. for some more important infor- ` 


mation. Following are his quotes 
from that call...Editor.) 

“‘The reason I want to give you this 
message is that it’s thé kind of 
announcement that is going to get 
different kinds of interpretations all 
over the country, and there are going 
to be all kinds of rumors. There will 
be a news release coming out of this 
office first thing Tuesday morning 
(Sept. 7). (Mike) DiPrete has an- 
nounced his intentin to leave as pro 
competition director. Di Prete has 
announced that he will leave the full 
time employ of the AMA in pursuit of 
interests, effective Dec. 31, 1982. 
DiPrete tendered his resignation on 
Sept. 1, but was asked by me to stay 
on to the end of the year to direct final 
planning and implementation of 
AMA’s 1983 professional competition 
programs. 

“DiPrete will continue as consult- 
ant to AMA for international compe- 
tition. DiPrete has held a seat on the 
FIM MX committee since 1979. 

“I guess I have a job ahead of me. If 
anyone is thinking that DiPrete might 
be moving to make room for some- 
body already selected, no, that defi- 
nitely is not the case. It isn’t going to 
be an easy position to fill, at this 
point especially. I’m going to need 
every bit of this time I’ve been able to 
buy to the end of the year to fill that 
position.” 

Weasked Youngblood if any further 
legal action had been taken towards 
an anti-trust suit against the three 
Japanese companies. "None at all. 
I've not obtained any additional in- 
formation, but I am talking to our 
legal counsel today. We may have 
some additional comments for you 
late on Thursday afternoon (Sept. 9, 
the same day as the Supercross pro- 
moters/factory reps meeting). 

Mike DiPrete, professional competi- 
tion director of the AMA: “Let me tell 
you what some of the (Trans-USA) 
promoters are saying about the arti- 
cle Cycle News printed last week. 
Some of them are saying it’s negative 


„ for us, (AMA), in the sense that the 





factories have left and gone to.a 
separate series. I think it (the boycott) 
will hurt the promoter on the West 
Coast (Sears Point—Trans-USA) most 
because he has a race going directly 
against his. 

"T've discussed a new format for 
the Trans-USA with all the promo- 
ters and it looks like we’ll be going 
with three 20 minute motos at the 
series. The factory riders might not 
have liked it, but 1t will give the pri- 
vateers more of an opportunity to 
race and do well. We'll probably have 
a press release next week including 
that information. I think we’ll see 
some great racing under the new 
format. 

“As far as my plans for '83, I don’t 
have anything firmed up yet. There 
are a couple of offers I have to think 
over, but I’m still open to new offers, 
I'd like to stay inside the industry and 
work as a representative for one of the 
companies associated with racing.” 
Larry Maiers, president of Hi-Point 
Racing and announcer at Supercross 
and National MX events: "I'm not in 
the position to point fingers and 
name names, but I will give you some 
observations. It's my feeling that the 
Japanese factories in question are not 
only interested in slapping the AMA 
and showing their strength, but 
are interested in wrecking what- 
ever it is the AMA can do. They're 
paying support riders to go out to 
California to race (the CMC series 
which runs against the Trans-USA). 
They're taking the maximum number 
of big name riders they can get, and 
sucking them out to California, all 
for a $3000 purse (per race). 

“T have not talked to one person in 
the industry who doesn't want to see 
Barnett race Hannah and Hannah 
Hansen, but the factories don't want 
that. Instead the Japanese want to go 
with the CMC, and where is the CMC 
when motorcyclists have problems? 
When the AMA was in Washing- 
ton fighting helmet laws and land 
closures, where were they? The AMA 
fought those things, all of the Japan- 
ese could go and race with the CMC. 

“You have to back up and take a 
look at things. A few years ago Mike 
DiPrete was forced by the factories to 
make a decision. The told him if he 
didn’t get rid of the claiming rule 
they wouldn’t race. Mike felt it was 
best to go along with them. Right 
now, if I hire Bob Hannah and I have 
four million dollars I couldn’t come 


` up with a winner. You can’t beat the 


factories. 

“Now the factories want to regain 
control over everything that’s done. 
That’s where we are right now, and I 
don’t know where that’s going to 
take motocross in America. 

“What I think we need to salvage 
this whole thing is a restructuring of 
the AMA’s professional departments. 
I don’t know if that means people or 
the physical structure, but some 
changes need to be made so the AMA 
can go back to the factories and listen 
to their problems and restore some 
order. 

“An immediate tool which might 
be available is an independent board 
comprised of persons selected by the 
Japanese factories and the AMA, four: 
to six persons, no bigger. The per- 
sons the AMA picks would be non- 
AMA related. I would hope that I 
could be on the board, and maybe 
Dick Miller (of Motocross Action 
magazine) because motocross is his 
life, day in and day out. 

“The board could have indepen- 
dent meetings, first with the factories 
in California, then with race promo- 
ters, and then with the AMA. The 
board could then return to each group 
and air the problems the other groups 
have. If the groups still don't want to 
talk to each other the board could 
start all over again. The board is 





obviously going to come up with 
some recommendations, and hope- 
fully you could get the groups to 
come together for a joint meeting. 

“The board members should be 
volunteers. I'd spend my own money 
and use my own time. This is just one 
idea, but in the light that the factories 
in question won't talk to the AMA at 
this point, it might be a way to com- 
municate. Communication is the most 
important thing right now, as we 
have two factions that are being very 
adamant. 

“The opinions being expressed in 
Cycle News are based on loyalties 
each person has to a group or an 
organization. Nothing is ever one- 
sided. It’s not fair to air all these 
views without getting each side. If 
the factories have decided that deal- 
ing with the AMA and Mike DiPrete 
isan impossibility, then we need inde- 
pendent people to step into the mid- 
dle of this thing. The government 
does it all the time. 

“The main thing is we can’t take 

six months or a year to pull this thing 
off. It could be set up in 30 days. The 
Trans-USA has been decided, the fac- 
tories will run their series and the 
AMA will run theirs. We need to 
work on ’83, so we'll know what’s 
going on when the racing is starting 
up in February.” 
Bob Popiel, Husqvarna: If you guys 
(Cycle News) are going to be covering 
the Trans-USA, that’s a step in our 
direction of riding it. We’ve heard 
that Wrangler is behind AMA racing, 
and I think if the promoters advertise 
enough and make the races attractive 
enough people are going to go to 
them. It'll cost us a ton of money to 
keep our riders on the road for the 
Trans-USA, but we’ll do it. 

“We don’t really have an opinion 
yet on what has happened. We're not 
really big enough to set a trend or 
buck the system, so we’re just going 
to see how it goes. I think we'll havea 
much better chance of getting results 
at the Trans-USA, we should be in 
the top three. Fighting the Japanese 
factories at the CMC races is a differ- 
ent story. They Trans-USA will match 
up some good European bike riders, 
and I think it'll be pretty interesting.” 
Rod Bush, KTM National sales 
manager: From an enthusiast’s point 
of view, I think if the press, the fans, 
and the riders support the CMC ser- 
ies, then they're not supporting the 
AMA and are defeating the purpose 
of the AMA. That's putting the con- 
trol of the entire sport in the hands of 
the large manufacturers. If the large 
manufacturers control the whole 
thing, how can KTM America com- 
pete in their series? 

“No, the AMA isn’t perfect, but I'll 
support the AMA all the way down 
the line because they’re the best thing 
going right now. The Japanese fac- 
tories made no attempt to entice 
KTM or Husky or Maico into their 
little organization. They haven’t 
offered any membership in their group 
to us, while the AMA is a member- 
ship organization. They’ve segregated 
themselves; it'll be Japanese racing 
and Japanese bikes allowed only.” 
Rainer Shulz, vice president of Maico 
USA. “I have discussed the situation 
with Sel (Salvaraj Narayana, National 
service manager) and we have decided 
to ride the Trans-USA. We had other 
discussions at Maico after we learned 
about the break up of the factories, 
and I think it is very sad that things 
turned out as they did. 

“The promoter at Unadilla (Ward 
Robinson) contacted me concerning 
the rule changes for the Trans-USA 
(250 and 500cc bikes in the Interna- 
tional class and 125, 250 and 500cc 
bikes in the Support class). I will talk 
to Sel again and we will discuss those 
matters. We will be backing the 
AMA.” @

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Sacramento Report: 


Green Stickie Fund 
fights for survival

"Now is the time when men work quietly in 
the fields, and women weep softly in the 
kitchen; the legislature is in session, and no 
man’s property is safe.’’ Daniel Webster is 


credited with uttering those 
words in 1831. Perhaps many 


in the off-roading community — 


have uttered similiar thoughts 
since the start of the latest two year 


session of the California Legislature | 


which ended shortly after midnight 
Aug. 31. 

This latest session will be remem- 
bered by off-roaders for the continu- 
ing attempts to divert the Off-High- 
way Vehicle Fund to pay for pet 
projects of the administration. The 
session hopefully may eventually be 
remembered in a brighter light, if the 
ORV user group sponsored bill to 
reorganize the OHV program in the 
state works the way it is hoped it will. 

This session there were some seven 
bills including the 1982/83 Budget 
Bill which directly affected the ORV 
Fund. 

AB114 by Assemblyman John Vas- 
concellos: This bill was passed in 
1981 and was designed to “bail out” 
certain special funds which the legis- 
lature had spent more money than 
was available in the funds. In this 
particular measure, the OHV Fund 
was tapped to loan $1 million to the 
Energy and Resources Fund. This 
money was returned to the OHV 
Fund on July 1 of this year as part of 
this year’s Budget Act. 

AB853 by Assemblyman Howard 
Berman: This bill was passed in 1981 
along with AB114. This bill would 
have authorized all remaining money 
in the Green Stickie Fund (OHV 
Fund) to be loaned to the Department 
of Parks and Recreation to pay for 
projects authorized by the 1980 Park 
Bond Act. The money was supposed 
to have been paid back after a buyer 
was found for the Parks Bonds. As it 
turned out, a bond sale was consum- 
mated prior to the transfer of money, 
so this bill became moot. 

AB1253 by Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos: This is the one which 
had the off-roading community up 
in arms. This measure originally 
would have transferred $17 million 
from the OHV Fund to the General 
Fund. The objectionable provisions 
of the bill only surfaced the evening 
before it was to go to a vote on the 
Senate and Assembly Floor. CORVA 
became aware of the amendments 
and enlisted the aid of AMA, the Four 
Wheel Drive Association and the San 
Diego Off-Road Coalition to make 
phone calls, send telegrams and oth- 
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erwise contact their Senators and 
Assemblymen. The lobbiest retained 
by these groups swung into action 
and spent the next two days pleading 
with key legislative leaders to spare 
the OHV Fund from this attack. The 
legislature finally approved the bill 
with only $8.5 million being taken 
from the OHV money. 

In the meantime, the Budget Bill 
still contained language which would 
cancel an $8.5 million project at Oco- 
tillo Wells and transfer the money 
appropriated for this ORV park to 
the General Fund. Eventually this 
money transfer was deleted from the 
budget, but the provision which elim- 
inated the Ocotillo Wells project 
remained and for now that project is 
in trouble. 

The Budget Act, besides the provi- 
sions mentioned above, also provided 
the money to begin work on the Syc- 


-amore Canyon pus in San Diego 


County. So far funding only provides 
for an environmental impact report, 
but a favorable report could provide 
an important step towards making 
this important project a reality. 
SB2056 by Senator Alan Robbins: 
This bill was introduced in the wake 
of passageof AB1253. Many state leg- 
islators were outraged at the blatant 
“raid”on the special funds which 
were part of AB1253. Senator Rob- 
bins introduced the is bill to ensure 
that the $8.5 million which was taken 
from the OHV Fund would be paid 
back as soon as possible. The bill 
sailed through the Senate without a 
single negative vote. It went through 
its first policy committee in the 
Assembly, again with no opposition. 
The bill then went to the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee, chair- 
man by John Vasconcellos and was 
killed. Vasconcellos said that he had 
never intended the $8.5 million to be 
a loan in the first place. (Despite the 
fact that he circulated a letter to all 
members of the legislature, prior to 
passing 1253, which clearly charac- 
terizes it as a ““loan.”) Senator Rob- 
bins was allowed to have SB2056 
amended to eliminate the $8.5 mil- 
lion repayment provision, and it sub- 
sequently was sent to the Governor 
with only the provisions which would 
authorize a loan to a local fair board 
toconductan ORV Fairat the Hungry 
Valley ORV Area. This loan had 
been previously included in SB1961 
by Robbins, but had originally failed 
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SB1548 by Senator Ray Johnson: 
This bill would provide that 50% of 
all fines resulting from tickets writ- 
ten by park rangers on state park 
facilities would go to the State Park 
and Recreation Fund. Existing pro- 
visions of law specified that fines 
resulting from tickets written for ORV 
violations would go to the OHV 
Fund. CORVA, along with M.O.R.E. 
president Russ Sanford, brought this 
problem to the attention of the author, 
and the bill was corrected so as not to 
interfere with the existing ORV pro- 
visions of law. The bill is now waiting 
the Governor’s signature. 

AB853 by Assemblyman John 
Lewis: This bill would have allowed 
persons applying for “vanity” license 
plates to have the surcharge be placed 
in the OHV Fund rather than the 
Environmental Fund. The bill was 
killed in the Senate. 

Besides those bills dealing directly 
with the OHV Fund, there were sev- 
eral other bills considered this ses- 
sion which are of importance to ORV 
enthusiasts. For instance: 

AB2397 by Assemblyman Bruce 
Young: This is the bill which was 
drafted by the combined forces of virt- 
ually every ORV Group in the state, 
including the dealers and the indus- 
try. The purpose of the bill very 
simply is to put the State’s ORV pro- 

m and money in the hands of 
those who best understand the prob- 
lem and the needs...the ORV users. 
This bill, now on the Governor’s 
desk awaiting his action, will place 
much of the control over the ORV 
program under a seven-person ORV 
Commission. Day-to-day operation 
of the program will be handled by the 
Division of Off-Highway Vehicle 
Recreation, which will be under a 
special Deputy Director of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation. The 
implementation of this bill could 
prove to be the most beneficial act of 
the legislature with respect to ORV 
Legislation since passage of the orig- 
inal Chappie-Z’berg Act of 1971. 

SB1264, by Senator Ken Maddy:- 
This bill appropriates $35,000 to 
conduct a study of the suitability of 
purchasing some 40-50,000 acres in 
west Fresno County for a major new 
state ORV riding area. 

AB3354 by Assemblyman Ingalls: 
This bill raises the fee which DMV 
charges to process a change of owner- 
ship request from $3 to $15. This was 
not meant to single out ORV owners, 
but merely puts them in line with fees 
which were passed last year for all 
other vehicles. This bill is also await- 
ing action by the Governor. 

AB3270 by Assemblyman LaFollett: 


Will allow ORVs with Green Stickies 
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lic parking lots. Also with the Gov- 
ernor awaiting his signature. 
AB3059 by Assemblyman Floyd: 
This bill was sponsored by the motor- 
cycle dealers in an attempt to slow 
down the high rate of theft of street 
Harleys. The bill will place tighter 
regulations on the sale of replace- 
ment engine cases and frames. It was 


-another of the hundreds of bills which 


were sent to the Governor during the 
last week of the session. 

AB2606 by Assemblyman Kapiloff: 
This bill was also sponsored by the 
motorcycle dealers. It clarifies the 
role of the New Motor Vehicle Board 
when it comes to non-street legal 
motorcycles. According to the deal- 
ers, consumers of off-road motorcy- 
cles and ATVs will have more com- 
sumer protection. The manufacturers 
say that there will be more consumer 
protection. The manufacturers say 
that there will be less competition in 
the sale of off-road bikes, since they 
will have more difficulty establish- 
ing “ATV only” or "Dirt-bike only” 
dealerships. If you have any strong 
feelings on one side or the other, the 
appropriate place to write is the Gov- 
ernor’s office, since this bill is also in 
his hands. 

And in conclusion, here’s a couple 
of bills which might have been 
important to you if you ride street 
bikes. They won’t be important this 
year because they didn’t pass, but in 
case you were interested, they were: 

AB996 by Assemblyman Floyd: This 
is the current session’s version of the 
perennial “helmet law”. Happily, 
this latest version of "big-brotherism” 
got no further than previous versions. 

SCRA74 by Senator Robbins: If you 
are a state worker and own a motor- 
cycle you might have liked this mea- 
sure, had it passed. It simply would 
have asked the powers that be within 
state government to devise a formula 
to reimburse state employees who 
chose to use their gas-saving motor- 
cycles rather than the family gas- 
guzzler when going on state business 
trips. This measure did not survive 
the Assembly Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The Committee Chairman, 
John Vasconcellos, (if you remember 
his name in connection with other 
bad news legislation mentioned 
above, you’ve been paying attention) 
stated something to the effect that he 
did not want state employees riding 
around on "murdercycles" while on 
state business. 

Well that’s it for 1981/82...or almost 
it; there is still talk of a special session 
reconvening right after the November 
elections. Until then, at least, the 
legislature remains in recess and your 
property (and your special fund) is a 
little safer. €

Texan Bubba Shobert is coming on strong 
as another graduate of the Rookie Expert 
class of 1980. Shobert, a native of Lubbock, 
TX, nearly took Rookie of the Year honors 


in the ‘80 season. He was run- 
ning strong and holding in 
14th place in the Winston Pro 
Series point standings last year 
when a broken arm from an accident 
in the Peoria TT National sidelined 
him for the remainder of the season. 

This season things really began to 
come together for 21-year-old Sho- 
bert and he collected his first National 
win with a last lap dash from the 
fourth turn to take the July 3 India- 
napolis Mile win away from Randy 
Goss. He is currently seventh in the 
Winston Pro Series point standings. 

“Bubba learns quick and is an 
aggressive and smart rider,” says 
Sandy Rainey who has recently been 
traveling with Shobert and building 
his engines. “He didn’t really have 
anybody to tell him where he was 
making mistakes and how to correct 
them in the first two seasons he raced. 
I give him a few pointers here and 
there and he picks it up right away.” 

Sandy is the father of Wayne Rai- 
ney, who turned from dirt track to a 
spot on Kawasaki's Superbike team. 
A good natured rivalry goes on be- 
tween Bubba and Wayne which began 
when Wayne won the Superbike final 
at Loudon and Bubba won Indy two 
weeks later. 

Some might say Shobert is shy or 
just plain quiet. It's true it takes 
awhile to get to know him, but he can 
be loud and boisterous when he wants 
to. You only had to witness winner’s 
circle at Indy to know that. 

Shobert would rather let his results 
do the talking for him. He doesn’t 
blow his own horn or brag about 
how great he is. Deep down inside he 
knows he has the talent and determi- 


nation to be very good. All he wants 
is a chance to prove himself. He is 
doing that in a big way. 


How did it feel to win your first 
National: 

It felt really good. Everything just 
seemed to go right. The bike was 
working really well and I was riding 
well. I’ve been lucky in that I’m get- 
ting a lot more help lately than I have 
been in the past. Sandy Rainey, has to 
get a lot of the credit. Not only did he 
build the bike, but he is also coaching 
me and has been able to tell me more 
of what I’m doing wrong and how to 
correct my problems than anyone 
else who has helped me. Before, I had 
to make a lot of the decisions myself 
— gearing, tire choice, tire pressure 
and things like that. Sandy has been a 
big help and it’s easier to race because 
I don’t have to worry about so many 
things. Sandy has been racing or 
connected with racing for a long time 


_ and he has a lot of tricks. We try dif- 


ferent things to see how they work. 
When I was by myself I had to go 
with what I felt was proven and 
would work rather than experiment. 


A lot of people, including Randy 
Goss, were surprised by your lap dash 
to the flag at Indy. Was that your 
game plan? 
No. I didn’t have any last lap plan. I 
led starting the last lap and knew 
Goss was going to try and get past, 
but I didn’t know where so I waited. I 
didn't really think he would take me 
on the backstraight, but when he did 
I knew I could win it. I had been 
getting a better drive off turn four all 
day and I felt sure I could do the trick 
one more time. 

In the past I've made a lot of mis- 





takes that I wouldn't make now. Indy 
was a good race. I followed some of 
the top guys around and learned a lot 
fromthem. It helped, because I was 
confident I could do the job. 

Who provides the backing for your 
racing effort. 

Scott Machine, a machine shop in 
Lubbock, (TX) Dennis Bruster helps 
work on the bikes, Jack Sisemore, of 
Sisemore Traveland in Amarillo, 
Megacycle Cams, and Simpson Hel- 
mets provide the backing on my big 
bikes. My Kawasaki short tracker is 
backed by Kawasaki Good Times of 
Lubbock and some of my other spon- 
sors as well. My mom and dad have 
been a big help and continue to sup- 
port my racing as much as they can. 
What do you do in your spare time 

when not racing? 

I ususally spend a good deal of time 

working at Scott Machine learning 

about machine shop work. This year 

I plan to buy a house in the off season 

so I might have to get an honest to 

goodness 40 hour a week regular job. 

The house won't be anything fancy, 

just one my grandmother owns. 

Houses aren’t going to get any 

cheaper. 

Do you follow a training program to 

keep in shape? 

I don't really follow any set program. 

I try to stay as active as I can and try to 

ride three times a week if I can. How- 

ever, during the summer that can be 
hard to do. The temperature in Lub- 

bock in July and August can be near 
100 degrees and that's just too hot to 
ride. The Michigan guys like Jay 
(Springsteen), Scott (Parker) and now 
Ricky (Graham) have it made because 
it's probably never too hot to go out 
andride. I do work out at the Nautilus 
or at home. Once you're in shape you 
need to maintain that level. 

Have you ever thought about getting 
into road racing? 

Yes. At the beginning of the season I 
ran some clubraces out in California. 
Wayne (Rainey) has been really try- 
ing to get me into road racing, but it's 
so expensive to start out. He was 


lucky and got a good deal with Kawa- 
saki right from the start. Å privateer, 
even if you do have the money, doesn't 
really stand a chance against factory 
machinery. They're going to beat 
you every time. However, I haven't 
counted myself out. I'm working with 
Keith Code, of the California Super- 
bike School, and I hope we can get 
something started at the end of the 
year with eventually enough backing 
to get into road racing next season. 
Keith isa good teacher and has helped 
Waynea lot. He said he wasimpressed 
with my dirt riding and feels I could 
become a good road racer. I’m wil- 
ling to give it a try. 

Do you have a favorite track you like 
to race? 

Not really. I like all the mile Nation- 
als and I like the short tracks. I grew 
up riding short track in Texas and as 
competitive as they were a rider could 
learn a lot. I also rode some moto- 
cross and I still like to race when I can. 
Three years ago I was racing moto- 
cross quite a bit and I really gave 
some thought to going pro and rid- 
ing motocross full time. As it was, I 
decided to stick with dirt track and 
see if I could make a career of it. 
Has sticking with dirt track proved to 
be the right decision? 

Well I'm not so sure. I believe if I had 
started road racing three years ago I 
could've been farther ahead than I am 
now in dirt tracking. After three years 
I can finally say I'm beginning to 
make a little money. What that really 
means is my racing doesn’t cost as 
much as it used to. The bottom line is 
the money and the future are in road 
racing and not dirt track unless we 
get a lot more factory involvement. 
Racing is fun, but after awhile you 
have to begin to make some money. 
You. can't just race for a long time 
and then when you quit not have 
anything to show for it. 

Did you set yourself a goal at the 
beginning of this year? 

Last year I set a goal of finishing in 
the top 10 in Winston Pro Series 
points. I had a pretty good chance of 
doing it because at mid-way through 
the season I was running l4th, but 
then I broke my arm in a crash at the 
Peoria TT. This year I'm in the top 
10 with five races to go and I’m going 
to do my best to hang in there. I 
haven't thought about next year yet, 
but I guess being in the top five 
would please me a lot. I can see where 
I might have even done that this year 
if it hadn't been for some bad luck. 
The times I've had machinery trou- 
ble I had been running well late in 
the race. If I could've added those 
points to what I have now I'd be 
knocking on the door of a top five 
finish. However, that's racing. 

Who do you enjoy racing with? 

I like to ride with Ricky Graham 
because he goes out, not to outrun 
any particular rider, but to ride and 
win. Jay Springsteen is another fav- 
orite, because you can learn so much 
from racing with him. Just holding 
your own with Springsteen is a thrill. 
Then there are some riders who, 
when you line up beside them, will 
look over and they want to beat you 
even if you're running for sixth or 
ninth or 13th. They just want to beat 
you. There are also some veterans 
who try and intimidate you when 
you're just starting out. You can't let 
them do that. You have to prove to 
them they can't. I think I've been 
proving that. 

Does winning a National make you 
feel more confident? 

I believe so. After I won Indy every- 
one told me that I was due to win a 
National. Well, what I've done is to 
shut that out of my mind and think to 
myself that I haven't won one yet and 
I'm due again. That gets me pumped 
and I truly feel I can win another this 
year. @®

“Tm just perfectly happy.”

At the beginning of 1982, Danny LaPorte 


was out looking for a ride. Honda, the com- 
pany Danny was riding for in '81, didn't 
want to carry him in Europe because they 


said they didn’t have money 
allocated to do so. Most of the 
other companies were skepti- 
cal also; they’d heard the story 
before. A National rider runs his 
course in America, then decides it's 
time to take on the world. It’s a good 
program, in theory, but until Brad 
Lackey won the 500cc World Cham- 
pionship last month, no American 
had ever won a MX World Cham- 
pionship. 

A works ride was still open with 
Yamaha, through their Denmark 
importer. That's the ride LaPorte 
landed and took all the way to the top 
of the 250cc standings. The season 


started in a mediocre way for Danny, 
but he got rolling with an overall win 
in France, then kept his win streak 
alive through the English, Dutch and 
Russian rounds. By the time the cir- 
cuit came to America for the Unadilla 
USGP, LaPorte was playing a points 
game with Belgian Georges : Jobe. 
Danny never fell behind and finished 
the year 13 points up on Suzuki’s 
Jobe, 238 to 225. 

We've known Danny for quite a 
few years. His personality is exempli- 
fied by his favorite line, “Hi, my 
name’s Danny. What’s yours?” 
LaPorte doesn’t rank people, no one’s 
any better than anyone else. He enjoys 
everyone’s company, be it Bob Han- 


nah or a 10-year-old fan who wants 
his/her race program autographed. 
America couldn’t have a finer repre- 
sentative of World Champion status. 

We had a chance to talk to Danny 
the day after he won the title. Instead 
of the win-crazed Californian we 
expected to hear from, LaPorte was 
laid back concerning the big win. 
“Hi, this is Danny LaPorte. I was just 
wondering if there was anything you 
guys needed to know about the race 
yesterday.” Hard to believe, isn’t it? 
We're the ones in the news business, 
anda World Champion is calling us 
with info on one of the biggest stories 
of the year. I guess no one ever told 
Danny that we're the ones who are 
supposed to dial the phone. 

LaPorte was calling from the house 
he leases in Tremelo, Belgium, but 
we could tell immediately his head 
was still at the race track in Vim- 
merby, Sweden, where the final GP 
had run the day before. "First of all, I 
wanted to win the first moto and beat 
Georges, because then it would have 
been all over, and I would have had 
enough points to take the title. 

"In the first moto, I got a bad start 
because there was a crash in the 








second corner. I was running 12th or 
13th, Georges was sixth and Kees van 
der Ven (the third ranked rider) was 
fifth. Georges went right up to second 
(behind Donnie Hansen) and Kees 
went to third. It took me a while to 
pass a few riders. I finally got by 
Johan Martens, (Heinz) Kinigadner 
and Torlief Hansen. I got behind 
Georges and Kees about three-fourths 
of the way through, and I wanted to 
try and pass them. 

“I got really nervous and missed a 
corner and went off the track and 
almost crashed. I would have flipped 
if I had gone any further down this 
really steep hill. I really lucked out. I 
turned around and got back on the 


- track and just finished fourth. I lost 


four points to Georges in that race, 
from 15 to an 11 point lead. 

“T knew that if Georges won moto 
two the worst I could do was seventh. 
If he got second, the worst I could do 
was ninth. I knew I had to go for the 
top four or five. I got a réally good 
jump off the start, I was almost first 
down the start straightaway, and 
Hansen blew past me like I was 
standing still. I ended up running 
third behind Martens. 

“The first signal I got from the pits 
was that Jobe had crashed and was in 
last place. I couldn’t believe it! The 
first time all year! He was determined 
to win because he was easily the fast- 
est rider all day, he had the fastest lap 
times by two or three seconds. I just 
thought, ‘My gosh, he crashed, what 
luck!’ It was perfect. I rode around, 
easy, with no problems, and finished 
second. Hansen was 15 seconds in 
front of me, so I just rode around like 
an old lady. 

“Tm just perfectly happy. Every- 
thing worked out perfectly. I got sign 
boards every lap on what position 
Georges was in. He was coming from 
25th to 20th, 19th, 17th, 12th, 8th, but 
it didn't matter if he beat me or not. 
The worst I could finish was seventh, 
and I was in second. Right there I 
knew if I didn’t make any mistakes 
and the bike didn’t break I was OK.” 

Unlike Lackey’s title winning ride 
at the 500cc GP finale in Luxem- 
bourg, LaPorte didn’t have to con- 
tend with unruly spectators. “No one 
threw anything at me. In Sweden 
people aren’t as radical as they are in 
Luxembourg.” 

Danny's season isn't over. He has 
another engagement in Europe before 
he returns to America. “I have one 
more race in France, it's a 24 hour 
race (the Sept. 5 Heures de Bretagne 
team event). Yamaha wants me to do 
that because it's really important to 
the French market. They asked me to 
participate and race.” 

Danny would like to cap off the 
year racing in America, but he didn't 
know where he stood after we filled 
him in on the recent boycott of the 
Trans-USA by Yamaha, Suzuki and 
Honda. "Yamaha, Suzuki and Honda 
went with CMC? They did? Oh wow! 
That means I'll probably ride in 
California. I couldn’t perceive doing 
the Trans-USA because I’m so burned 
our right now. That’s great for me, 
all right.” 

LaPorte got his first real taste of 
Europe one year ago to date. That’s 
when he went over to the Trophee 
and Motocross des Nations as part.of 
Honda’s American effort, and came 
away the top points scorer and part of 
the World Championship team. “I’m 
kinda bummed that I can't race in the 
Trophee and Motocross des Nations 
(Honda is again fielding the team in 
'82). But I am glad that it’s one team 
and it’s organized. That’s the most 
important things. I’m wishing them 
all the best luck in the world. 

“Everythings pretty good for me 
right now, and it looks like things are 
going to be pretty interesting when I 
get home.” €

Z-1 spirit gets the shaft

Hundreds of magazine tests that have dealt 
with Kawasaki four cylinder motorcycles 
have, to the point of triteness, expounded on 
the raw horsepower and unbreakable feeling 


of the original Z-1 and its plen- 
tiful offspring. Kawasaki’s new 
KZ1100 A2 shaft drive tourer 
left our fingers twitching over 


the typewriter trying to follow suite. 

A first glance at the KZ gives a hint 
that this is not another limp-wristed 
interstate blitzer. Wrapped in coach- 
work glistening with candy red paint 
is a substantial area of polished 
aluminum. Eleven hundred cubic 
centimeters worth of motivation. 
Roughtly the same engine as Kawa- 
saki’s GPz1100 with carburetion 
instead of fuel injection. The 1100 
has all the horsepower needed to haul 
two Open class people and a fair 
amount of baggage, but does it have 
the rest of the traits necessary to be a 
first rate tourer? We can’t give an 
unqualified yes to that question. 


There are in this great country many 
types of touring, much to the delight 
of those of us that enjoy a long ride 
through our choice of scenery. For 
the man who likes a desert of back 
country with his main course of 
superslab, the KZ1100 is as fine a 
tourer as can be found in a show- 
room. The only thing that the KZ has 
that a tourer should not have, is 
vibration. Not severe, but enough to 
give the Goldwing the nod for 1000- 
mile days on I-10. 

On the plus side of the ledger, the 
KZ has a strong motor with almost 
legendary longevity and dependibil- 
ity. A five-speed transmission, that 
operated flawlessly during our test 
and shifted more like a 550cc than a 
literbike, conncects the engine’s power 
to the driveshaft. Power delivery is 
from the basement all the way to red- 


line with no apparent problems in 
carburetion and no radical power- 
band shifts. 

Wrapped around the engine is an 
impressive motorcycle. Kawasaki's 
engineers have obviously given a great 
deal of thought to what this bike 
would need to do the job it was 
intended for. Strong and rigid cast 
wheels with two disc brakes in the 
front and one in the rear, keep the KZ 
rolling along on a 19” front tire and 
the distance-rider-preferred 16” rubber 
in the rear. Both tires are of the tube- 
less variety. 

Both wheels are attached to air- 
adjustable suspension components. 
The telescopic front fork assembly 
features aluminum sliders and large, 
for a street motorcycle, stanchion 
tubes. The fork is oil damped and has 
a single air filler that services both 
legs. Springs are used along with the 
air pressure. Rear suspension chores 
are handled by air shocks, filling the 
gap between the upper rear frame 
and the swingarm/driveshaft com- 
bination. A single filler valve under 
the seat services the shocks. 


A long, slightly-dished seat sits 


ventional rear fender, rather than 
today’s popular tailsection. A rear 
fender makes mounting racks and 
accessories easier and safer since they 
can be mounted lower. A 5.7 gallon 
fuel tank is in front of the seat. It is 
handsome and never gets any notice 
while riding, so it must be fine. An 
informative instrument cluster is 
mounted on the top fork clamp. Most 
vital information is there. The tach- 
ometer. and speedometer are most 
prominent, but a fuel gauge, odome- 
ter and tripmeter are present, plus 
lights that warn that your turn sig- 
nals are on, oil pressure is gone, 
transmission is in neutral and high 
beam is on or burned out. Also 
incorporated into the instruments is 
an ignition switch and lock. Actu- 
ally, the KZ has a bunch of locks. The 
forks, centerstand, gas gap, fairing 
cover, seat and helmet hooks all have 
locks. A security chain that stays 
inside the frame until needed is an 
option. 

Kawasaki has gone a different route 
than the other “‘turn-key’’ tourer 
manufacturers by using aftermarket 
accessories to finish the KZ. "Kawa- 
saki by Vetter” is the ad-hype name 
for it, but Kawasaki uses Vetter fair- 
ings and touring accessories. Our test 
bike came equipped with a Vetter 
frame mount fairing and saddlebags. 
Fit and color match on these compo- 
nents was excellent. Wind protection 
was almost too good for the mid- 
summer Texas heat we tested in. In 
cooler climates there.should.be ade-

quate protection for the most de- 
manding. The only complaint we 
have, with over the counter accesso- 
ries, is that a whole handful of keys 
are neccessary. The bike, fairing and 
bags all take different keys. A Vetter 
top trunk is another option. Our test 
bike was priced with lowers for the 
fairing, but because of the heat we 
opted not to test them. 

In the ergonomics department, the 
KZ received high marks. The foot- 
pegs are farther forward than the

standard KZ1000, (they might be un- 
comfortable without the wind pro- 
tection of a fairing), which provides 
more room for movement. Controls 
are easy to use and well thought out. 
The seat seemed a bit hard when new, 
but we had an opportunity to ride a 
KZ with a few more miles on it, and 
the seat had broken in nicely, making 
it a comfortable perch. We found the 
handlebar bend to be about right, 
also. 

When a bike has all the right stuff

when you're bouncing on it in the 
showroom, there's nothing left to do 
but ride it. We spent a few relatively 
high-mileage days in the saddle of 
the KZ1100 while on a excursion in 
the Texas hill country. We spent time 
on the open freeway and a lot of time 


on the back roads. Most of the back 


roads were of the sort a rider could 
average freeway speeds on. Some were 
very tight, some were dirt. 


From the very beginning, the KZ's 
power was the most impressive trait. 
Not that the bike lacks for pleasant 
characteristics, it's just that the power 
is so plentiful and smoothly control- 
lable. The KZ does, however, provide 
more urge than the stock tires can 
deal with in some situations. Å heavy 
burst of throttle on smooth or slightly 
dirty pavement results in serious 
wheelspin. In fairness, the KZ tires 
will probably provide long life and 
seemed to work well in high speed 
straightlining. To the credit of the 
chassis and suspension engineers, 
wheelspin of this type provided no 
real thrills to the pilot. Å sure sign of 
a good frame design. 


While we were in a city with notor- 
iously slippery streets, we got the KZ 
a little sideways around a turn. A 
steady throttle action and a little tug 
at the bars and the shaftie was back 
on line. Quite a compliment for a 
bike of this size. 

Freeway and highway running 
demonstrated that the neccessary sta- 
bility for a tourer to pound the pave- 
ment all day is an inherent quality. 
Fortunately, in the case of Kawa- 
saki’s shaftie, stability and turnabil- 
ity are not mutually exclusive. 


While not a road racer by any 


. means, the KZ will carve a good line 


through a corner. Better tires would 
let it really hustle. Other tourers, par- 
ticularly Honda’s Goldwing, drag 
their underparts at the least provoca- 
tion. We never touched anything to 
the ground save the stands, and those 


only when parked. For a highway 
bike there is plenty of road clearance. 

Suspension was taut and there never 
seemed to be any loose-in-the-middle 
feeling that some big bikes get. Dur- 
ing our testing, the suspension was 
on the stiff side, but we had a tight 
schedule and did not try any suspen- 
sion adjustments. With the air sus- 
pension units this bike is fitted with, 
we feel certain that the stiffness is 
merely a matter of fiddling. We car- 
ried light loads and passengers, 
neither of which upset the KZ’s han- 
dling aplomb. As expected, it was a 
bit of a handful in the dirt. 


Getting up to speed was not a 
problem, and neither was dragging it 
back to a stop. The brakes, like most 
Kawasaki street bikes, take a shade 
higher effort at the lever than other 
brands. Not enough to be a problem, 
just enough to notice. The brakes are 
smooth and controllable as well as 
strong. No problems in that area. For 
distance riding, the throttle return 
spring is on the stiff side. Most riders 
opt for a cruise control of some sort, 
in which case the springs were fine. 


In general, the KZ1100 performed 
as it was intended. The shaft reaction 
was negligble if noticable at all. With 
the usual personal preference modi- 
fications, the KZ would be a fine 
tourer. Honda’s Goldwing is the 
acknowledge yardstick in the touring 
class, but this Kawasaki does not 
seem to be in the same class as the 
Wing. Kawasaki has the KZ1300 as 
direct competition for the Honda, 
but the 1100 is a different type of bike, 
like apples and oranges. If you like a 
Goldwing, the KZ is probably not for 
you. Our only complaint was with 
the vibration and the only two KZ 
riders we were able to talk to said, 
“Mine doesn’t vibrate.” We rode one 
and it felt the same. 

If you are not set in your touring 
ways, give the KZ a try. Kawasaki 
may have built it for you. .. .. ®

Cook smokes Ascot 
Long Track Championship

GARDENA, CA, AUG. 29 

In a night that offered little 
competition for the awesome 
John Cook, the defending Long 
Track Champion won all three 
of his rides with the greatest of ease, 
besting the summer long track meet- 
ing on the Ascot half mile. 

It just wasn't the same without the 
Ascot regulars, however especially 
missed was Shawn Moran, whoearned 
a nickname here on Thursday nights 
in 1978. Also, Dennis Sigalos and 
Kelly Moran understandably cancel- 
led out, as well as Mike Bast, Mike 
Faria, Frank Adamo and Leni Faas. 
Bob McClain, Steve Lucero and Keith 
Chrisco did ride, but did not make it 
to the main event. It was one of those 
nights. 
` Cook kept the crowd’s attention 
whenever he was on the track by 
doing stand-up 85 mph wheelies down 
the home straightaway and waving 
to his growing corps of fans as he 
whizzed past. 

In the semis, Cook, Bobby Schwartz 
and Dave DeTemple each won their 
race by miles. To adequately follow 


the action this far, a complex scoring - 


and transfer system had to be mas- 
tered, a task not conducive to score- 
keeping even for the experienced fan. 
Five men were taken from the initial 
three-lap heats and sent toa semi or a 
last chance heat, ultimately setting 
up a six-man consy and main event. 

Ascot rookie Guy Ermolenko got 
around Buddy Robinson in the first 
turn and pulled away to win the 
consy. “The Budman” was second, 
followed by Shane McDonald and 
another rookie, Chris Reichardt. 

In the main event, Cook diced 
briefly with Schwartz around turn 
one, was ahead by turn two and 


- began to pull away. On the last lap, 


Cook was cruising along the back 
straight, laying on his bike with his 
drag foot high in the air like a shark 
fin, when suddenly Schwartz blew by 
on the outside. Cook immediately 
got back to business with a drive that 
should’ve taken him out of orbit, but 
he blasted by Schwartz on the inside 
and won a close one at the line. Per- 
haps the hard-core speedway fans can 
take up a collection for John Cook to 
keep him here next year.

Rick Miller gated his way to 
heroic stature and the Ventura 
Track Championship under a 
full moon at the party-ending 
swan song for 1982 speedway in our 
town.

Bobby Schwartz blew 
everybody’s door off at the line and 
held a lead equal to half of the track 
when he broke down in the final 
turn, giving a gift win to Buddy 
“Budman”’ Robinson. : 

In the third race, Guy Ermolenko 
and "76 track champ Scott Sivadge 
outgated regular heavyweights Shawn 
McConnell and Miller. But McCon- 
nell blew by Sivage and cut under- 
neath Ermolenko after a lap, then 
tried to shake Miller who was right 
on his tail. It didn’t work. McConnell 
somehow let Miller get underneath 
on the backstraight and that was that. 
With the outside line not working, 
Shawn could not get by. 

Event five was the best race of thé 
year, if not ever, particularly for those 
speedway fans with a sense of humor. 
Imagine this: Chris Reichardt off the 
pole and McConnell in lane four 
convincingly outgated Schwartz and 
battled wheel to wheel around turn 
two; with Schwartz breaking down 
again soon after. The third rider, 
Tim McCasland, fell down on the 
third lap and Reichardt had by now 


built up a 10 length advantage. With - 


half a lap to go, McConnell’s bike 
croaked, rolling to a halt between 
turn three and four. Reichardt, mean- 
while, had crashed in the final bend, 
leaving no one left. Then like a pair 


of winos simultaneously spotting a : 


wallet full of cash, McConnell and 
Reichardt exhanged glances. McCon- 
nell realized the gravity of the situa- 
tion first, and as a cheer rose from the 
big crowd, McConnell frantically be- 
gan pushing his dead bike toward the 
line and three points. Within 10 feet 
of the line, McConnell mounted his 
bike sidesaddle and coasted to the 
win while shaking his clenched fist 
in the air. Speedway fans take note: 
It’s always a good idea to watch 
McConnell, because if anything biz- 
zarre is going to happen, you can bet 
Shawn will be right in the middle of 
it. 

Next, Miller easily disposed of Rob 
Pfetzing and loco-boy Bobby “Insane” 
McClain with a truly awesome gate. 
In the showdown with defending 
track champ Steve Lucero, Miller 
outgated him from lane four and 
never let up, holding a four-length 
lead to the line. Schwartz was out- 
gated again and broke down again. 


Lucero, with eight points after 
three rides, faded like Claude Rains 
in “The Invisible Man,” falling and 
breaking his bike and ending with 
eight points. Miller disposed of "The 
Bud Man” and Reichardt in his next 
go ‘round to remain perfect after four 
rounds. 

In event 23, McConnell, still only 
down by a point, took it over Keith 
Larsen, Jeff Tomlin and "The Bud 
Man” off the line, but a last lap bob- 
ble allowed Robinson to sneak by and 
win the race to the line, leaving 
McConnell with 13 points and some 
swell memories of Ventura 1982. 


In the final race of the night, Miller 
won his title and a kiss from a dream 
trophy girl with a perfect gate and the 
type of perfect ride that Tom Slick 
dreams of. All in all, it was a smash- 
ing year for the young man from the 
Valley who promised not to go to 


it. 

Even the Second Division riders 
got to go scratch racing for a change. 
Those on the pole — Ron Blanton, 
Chris Mistretta, Mark Weaver, and 
defending titlist Pat Hawley — all 
won nosepickers. Weaver drew the 


pole for the main and won easily; not 
very thrilling, but mighty convincing.

LOS ANGELES, CA, AUG. 29 
Most people lived through the 
month of August unaware that 
Governor Jerry Brown had pro- 
claimed it "Motorcycle Aware- 


ness Month.” Fewer knew that Los 
Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley had 
officially set aside Aug. 23-29 as the 
Annual Los Angeles Motorcycle Safety 
Week. 

Even so, over 1,000. motorcyclists 
took part today in what was declared 
the ‘‘world’s longest motorcycle par- 
ade,” when the American Motorcycle 
Safety Association (AMSA) sponsored 
the First Annual Safety Parade. 

The event was planned and coor- 
dinated by Chuck Long, president of 
the American Motorcycle Safety Asso- 
ciation with the help of Eliott Smith 
of Montebello Kawasaki, the support 
of radio stations KUTE and KPFK 
and Kawasaki Motors Corporation. 

The AMSA began organizing safety 
parades in Washington, DC eight 
years ago, and now has brought the 
idea to Los Angeles, and eventually 
will go to other major cities. The 
goal of the Association is to raise 
public awareness of motorcycles in 
the interest of safety. In addition, the 
AMSA is an active supporter of the 
United States Olympic Committee 
(USOC). Over $1000 was raised for 
the USOC by the Los Angeles safety 


parade with a final goal of $40,000 in 
contributions by 1983. 

The motorcade of bikes, probably 
the most eye and ear catching parade 
ever witnessed by Los Angeles, 
rumbled out of the L.A. Coliseum and 
looped through the heart of the city, 
drawing even more riders until the 
double lines of motorcycles stretched 
over a mile long. 

Shoppers, strollers, tourists, and 
various and sundry other people who 
walk the Los Angeles streets on Sun- 
days, were treated to a rare spectacle, 
several hundred bikes of all sizes, 
shapes, colors and descriptions par- 
ading in an orderly and efficient 
fashion down Wilshire, Sunset and 
Hollywood Boulevard — the final 
destination being City Hall where 
official commendations were handed 
out. Two lucky riders also won free 
motorcycles. 

Councilman Dave Cunningham pre- 
sented the official proclamation for 
Mayor Bradley, Donald Crivellone 
accepted the donation for the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, KUTE and 
KPFK received recognition for their 
support, and Chuck Long, who navi- 
gated the political channels to make 
the parade possible, was commended 
by the Mayor and the Olympic Com- 
mittee. 

The American Motorcycle Safety 
Association is already working on 
next year’s event, expecting 30-40,000 
participants.

The 
Experts rode up a six foot wide rain 
rut, that was full of small boulders, to 
a hairpin turn at the top and a 
straight ride down to the exit. The 
Amateur and Novice section went 
halfway up the hill just to send them 
off a ledge, across the rut and down to 
the exit. This really tested the riders 
on their floating turns, which seemed 
to be the best way to ride it. 

With the absence of Dwayne Wal- 
ters (Ital), Matt Pritchard (SWM) rode 
an impressive 14 point event to top 
the Expert class before leaving for the 
East Coast Nationals. In the Amateur 
class, the favorite to win was Greg

Just the way Skiver had cleaned up in 
the Bellingham flat track race the 
night before, he took first overall, 
ahead of Howard, and University 
Honda’s Brian Sutton. 

Tulsa, Oklahoma’s Gary McDon- 


' ald turned some heads in two truly- 


excellent Formula Two races. Ap- 
parently on areconnaissance mission 
before the Sept. 12 AMA National 
race here, he took his K & N/Kal- 
Gard/Lectron TZ250J to victory in 
his first-ever heat race at S.I.R. It's no 
wonder he leads the AMA Formula 
Two series. Howard showed a bit of 
wheel hop going into turn 10, and 
trailed 200 feet at the flag, ahead of 
Mike Kenyon and Paul Peiroli. 
Howard led most of the second heat 
only by fighting McDonald with tooth 
and nail. It began to rain during lap 
three, but these two may have been 
too busy to notice. In the finest finish 
of the day, McDonald tried to pass 
Howard on the outside as they entered 
the turn nine sweeper. Momentarily 
ahead, he then lagged as Howard got 
a better drive off the turn. The track 
was very slick now, but McDonald 


probed the other side of his rival, and 
damn near passed him in turn 10, just 
feet from the checkered. In a classic 
block, Howard drifted toward the 
outside, taking the heat win and first 
overall. Kenyon managed third place 
money, over Mike Sullivan. 

Keith Pinkstaff (Wheelsport GS- 
1100) ran off with both heats in the 
Open class as Jeff Morrow eked out a 
second overall. Wayne Tanner fol- 
lowed Pinkstaff to the flag in the first 
race, but in the final race, Morrow 
passed Tanner in turn 10 on lap two 
and hung in there to the end. All 
three rode Suzuki GS1100s. 

Dick Burnham edged Larry Buck 
in the first 600cc Modified Produc- 
tion/450cc race, but got into a turn five 
tank slapper so bad in the second heat 
that he knocked a hole in his gas 
tank. Buck wound up with first over- 
all, as he did in 450cc Production, 
ahead of Burnham and Wayne Tan- 
ner's surprising GS450. 

The California Superbike School 
attracted 80 new riders to S.I.R. dur- 
ing the two days before the race. Rich 
Lovell termed the sessions successful 
and said they plan to return next 
August. However, six Bell Star Profes- 
sional helmets and seven sets of 
Vanson leathers were stolen. The 
leathers also have “Lockhart” sewn 
on the arms. A substantial reward is 
offered toward their return.

Ray/Out Front Number Plates/Ben- 
nett Lectron/Hon) smoked the Novice 
main event; winning over Gary Trull 
(Longview Kaw). 

Regional fast-time honors went to 
Campbell, who posted a blistering ` 
14.77 to shake Sidewinders and put 
himself on the pole for the Expert 
trophy dash. Hurst hada 14.87 for the 
second fastest time, with Don Dodge 
(15.07) and Frank Word III (15. i) 
filling up the four trophy dash open- 
ings. Miller put a 15.07 time to lead 
the Juniors and garner himself the 
choice spot on the line in his dash. 

The Novice Trophy Dash had it a 
Bennett affair all the way to home 
plate as the young rider wasted the 
trio to take the brass over a pursuing 
Jeff Harsha, who never let off. The

Hurst joined 
Bennett and Pelkey in the Trophy 
presentation by out-motoring Camp- 
bell, Frank Word and Don Dodge, 
with only Campbell offering chal- 
lenge. 

With the races already an hour 
behind schedule, no break was taken 
and the Novice main was on the line 
immediatley after dashes. Mike Court- 
ney (Lou Kinish Yam) took the lead 
at the green light to lead the twelve 
rider main event, but as fate would 
have it, Courtney dropped back and 
let Bennett banzai into a lead that 
would never be taken away.

Another battle was forming for fourth 
between McCullough and Fay, after 
Word motored away from the duo to 
keep third all to himself. Fay, riding 
with a broken wrist, had a Mile 
National the following night to think 
about and rode consistently, followed 
by Dodge and Barkman, who mas- 
tered his duel with Yamamoto inthe 
later stages.

Dowers triumphs 
in Sun Valley GP

HAILEY, ID, AUG. 22 

Top Oregon desert racer, Bill 
Dowers, pushed his 430 Husky 
to a convincing win in the 
first-ever Sun Valley Grand 
Prix. Dowers’ beautiful ride was aided 
by the lap five crash of Utah’s top 
rider, Kris Morgan, who led most of 
the race. 

A total of 165 riders from 10 states 
showed up to make this the biggest 
cross-country race held in Idaho since 
1976. Many months of planning by 
the promoting club, Dirt, Inc., really 
showed as the riders were treated to 
nice scenery, T-shirts, decals, a genu- 
ine dirt-bike parade through town 
and barbecue on Saturday night. Fol- 
lowing the barbecue, the 1982 Idaho 
Desert Racing awards were given and 
then the 1971 Yamaha movie “Epic” 
was shown in the park. As dusk fell 
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Saturday night, rumors of local resi- 
dent Bob Hannah appearing were 
squashed as he flew off to Colorado 
for a hunting trip; oh well, maybe 
next year. 

Early Sunday morning, the pit 
area began to overflow. This event 
was well advertised and riders had 
shown up from as far away as Seattle, 
Denver, and Santa Barbara. Riders 
were staged 10 per row and were to 
start at 15 second intervals. After a 
long riders’ meeting, and staging, the 
first line roared off over the hill. 
Immediately, the main problem of 
the day became apparent: dust. Des- 
pite the visibility, several fast riders 
began their charge through the pack. 
The leading pack consisted, of course, 
of the group of very fast riders who 
drew a front-row start. Bill Dowers, 
Kris Morgan (430 Hus), Bob Nanco- 
las (125 Yam) and Mike Kelly (125 
Suz) began a terrific battle which 
lasted throughout the first 25 mile 
lap. 

The seenic and interesting terrain 
really scattered out the field soon 
after the start. About four miles from 
the start lurked a "small mudhole” 
which claimed numerous victims in- 
cluding Kris Morgan, who scrambled 
out after losing a couple of minutes. 
Another 10 miles of sagebrush, and 
then the course dropped into the deep 
pine woods. Morgan loved this and 
he quickly regained the lead and 
built it up to several minutes by the 
end of the first lap. 


As the race progressed, lots of rid- 


ers began to drop out. The mudhole 
was doing its thing and getting worse 
by the minute. Many of the small 
bikes were seizing while climbing the 
two winding roads which went clear 
up to 8,500 feet. Dan Lees (125 Hon) 
inherited the top small-bore spot, 
when both Bob Nancolas and Mike 
Kelly retired with blown motors. 

As is his style, Bill Dowers stayed 
cool, calm, and smooth as the race 
progressed; leader Kris Morgan was 
riding both brilliant and erratic. Kris 
is still recovering from a bad crash at 
Cherry Creek in May, and besides 
nursing a still-bad shoulder, his rid- 
ing was a little rusty. On the fourth 
lap, Kris locked bars with a lapped 
rider and went down hard, damaging 
a wheel. Just as he got restarted, 
Dowers roared by and into the lead. 
As the duo started the fifth and final 
lap, Morgan was only about 100 
yards behind and closing, but again 


he collided with a lapped rider, further _ 


injuring his bad shoulder. Rather 
than risk more damage, Morgan 
elected to ride back to the pits and 
Dowers disappeared, holding an 11 
minute lead to the end. Second over- 
all went to Terry Krehbiel (495 KTM), 
who moved up beautifully from a 
row 13 start; Utah’s Mark Jones en 
Hus) finished third.
